A. FI 195k Funds

B, FI 195k Personnel Ceiling 

1. Although the Bureau does not normally establish rigid personnel 
ceilings, Bureau staff will work closely with CIA staff during the 195k 
reprogramming period to insure that the number of personnel included 
will not force any automatic increase in the program in FI 1955. 

C. FI 1955 Budget 

1. It is anticipated that the submission will be ready by September 15.

Staff of AEC might be contacted to 
discuss its experience in presenting its program to the Congress, and in 
general the policies and procedures adopted because of highly classified 
operations. 

E. N o-year funds 

CIA staff will review the question of seeking a removal of the fiscal 
year limitation, and discuss its conclusions with BOB staff. 

F. OCB Funding ' 

This question was discus sed but no conclusions were reached pending 
high level decision as to whether OCB will be created.
